“ Peace with honour’ was brought 
“ Dizzy,” as 
he himself boasted të his cheering 
street-admirers from a balcony in 
Downing-st. But very different had 
been the peace imposed by Bismarck 
on the vanquished French jn 1870-71. 
The Peace Preliminaries then had 
been signed at Versailles on Feb. 26, 
and approved 93 days later ye the 
newly-elected National Assemb 
Bordeaux. But it was not till 1 a 
28 that plenipotentiaries from both 
sides met at Brussels (in a room of 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs) to 
up the definitive Treaty, and, 
meanwhile all kinds of difficulties had 
cropped up by the breaking out of 
the Commune at Paris—which Bis- 
marck naturally turned to his own 
adyantage. The negotiations conse-
